PSYCHICISM IN UFOLOGY 

IT IS obvious from many questions asked as well as points made 
in letters from APPROACH'S readers that there still exists an 
undercurrent of doubt, anxiety and even resentment in regard to 
our attitude toward the problem of psychicism in the subject of 
the coming of the space people.

Things begin to look excitingl 
An airliner with 35 passengers 
aboard was accompanied by 3 lin¬ 
ing discs for 45 min. recently, 
on a night flight to Detroit. A 
similar object, hovering above 
London Airport for 20 min., had 
a lot of people from ground ra¬ 
dar crews to Air Ministry offi¬ 
cials thoroughly perplexed. We

We are unimpressed by resentment 
and totally unafraid of criti¬ 
cism. We shall not budge an inch 
from our position to which we 
have attained after study, work 
and experience - unless it be an 
inch forv/ard and higher up. 


There are many roads to Samar¬ 
kand and we are compelling no 
one to walk ours. We are not in¬ 
fallible, but are dependable in 
our presentation of what v/e 
have acquired and which we hope 
to be of benefit tov/ard gaining 
insight and forming character. 
Those who are prepared to listen 
and to follov/, will find unwav- 
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ering leadership in our pages. And where someone 
should regain the innermost support which is so 
much missing in these our times of trouble, of 
groping, searching, claiming and failing, we all 
have cause to rejoice. 

Before answering questions let us first say 
that by psychicism we understand the adherence to 
and indulgence in unwarranted psychic theories- & 
practices & their application to any field what¬ 
soever, be it self-improvement, religion - OR PI. 
Saucers! In discussing our points in this or sub¬ 
sequent numbers we ask the forbearance of those 
who may be more inclined for instance toward the 
technical or any other side in UPOlogy.

the basic ideal, plan, aim, material AND control 
is missing! We need a purified mind first! It will 
then take care of any necessary new function it¬ 
self. The Lost God cannot be regained by making 
yourself clairaudient as little as were possible 
through B-bombs, supermarkets or 200 m.pji. trains. 

The Inner Man with his task of developing the 
outer proceeds in proper order. He sticks to the 
image of what is once to be. Then the tools are 
developed at the time when they are needed.

The ionized air around the 
ship, of greenish tint, made it 
appear like a small ball; the 
trail had a reddish hue.

GRAPHIC CHART 

, FRED EEZIAHs Plying Saucers. 
Chart Nc. 1 ( 2 nd edition) in the 
Visual Metaphysics series.

UGO research has alreaciy gro^vn 
into such dimensions in approach 
as well as in bare material 
that it becomes more difficult 
by the day to keep pace and fo¬ 
cus. All means therefore which 
facilitate handling, reference 
and research are extremely help¬ 
ful. Keziah’s wall charts are 
definitely serving this purpose. 

By way of sketches and summary 
lists quite a lot of information 
is made available on one sheet 
of paper (22”x34’') at a glance. 
Much reasearch work has gone in¬ 
to the compiling of data about UFO 
sizes, speeds, colours, explana¬ 
tions, speculated origin, alti¬ 
tudes estimated, important sight¬ 
ings & chronology, literature & 
periodicals, sensations exper¬ 
ienced near saucers, sounds con¬ 
nected with their flight, Bible 
references, etc. Sketches show 
dozens of shapes cf UFOs as peo¬ 
ple have described them, and 
diagrams the manoeuvers & form¬ 
ations hitherto reported. There 
are superfluous items too (space 
’’people”) & slip-ups (ufologic¬ 
al). On the whole, however, an 
asset for saucer enthusiasts. 
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
